DEPART . ENT.OF STATE. 
Washington, December 17, 1864. 


The: President direets that, except immigrant 
passengers directly entering an American port by 
sea, henceforth no tuaveler shall be allowed. to 
enter the United States from a ‘fureign country 
without/a passport, If a citizen, the passport 
must be from thic Department, or from some 
United States minister or consul abroad; and it 
an alien, from the competent authority of ‘his own 
country; the passport to he countersigned by a 
diplowatie agent Of congul of the United States. 
‘This regulation is intended to apply especially to 
persons proposing to come to the United States 
from the neighboring British Provinces. Its ob- 
servance will be. strictly, enforeed by all officers, 
civil military and naval, in the service of the 
United States, and the Stute and Municipal 
auhorities are requested to wid in ite execution 
It is expected, however, that no immigzant pas-
